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GRANT LEWI has become a legend. He was the lad who quit teaching 
English at Dartmouth and became an astrologer. He was not surprised 
when his Heaven Knows What became the best selling astrological book 
of the twentieth century. He expected it to be. Yet, he didn't even sign 
his name to it. He signed it Scorpio, despite the fact that he had no 
planets in Scorpio. This has confused some people. He said, it was the 
first thing that came to his mind, and he dismissed it there. 

When he first courted Carolyn Wallace, his curiosity was aroused, 
when he discovered that her mother was an astrologer, for she was Atlene 
Gayle Wallace. What w'as this all about? He had to find out for him¬ 
self. All this was before there was an astrology magazine on a newsstand, 
and few people knew the difference between astrology and astronomy. 
While he was working on the manuscript of Heaven Knows What, Grant 
was also writing for the early issues of the first astrology magazine to 
appear on newsstands and stay there. Two earlier ones had failed. The 
magazine and its founder, Paul G. Clancy, are credited with making 
America astrology conscious. All this at a time when well-known Joanne 
Clancy, the current publisher, was in her early teens. Serving as Research 
Editor of American Astrology at the same time when Grant Lewi was 
on the staff, the writer first came to know Grant at the same time he 
was preparing Heaven Knows What. 

Heaven Knows What was originally published in 1935 by Doubleday 
Doran and Co. It was re-published in 1937 by the Sun Dial Press, and 
republished again in 1947 by the Morris Press. Since about 1953, it has 
been out of print. Rare book shops have been combed for it. Librarians 
assert that library copies have been stolen. For nine years, the writer 
has had to answer letters explaining that he does not know any secret 
place where there might be a copy at any price. 

Grant left the staff of American Astrology Magazine to become editor 
of Dell Publications' Horoscope . Many other astrology magazines also 
came into the field, but under his editorship. Horoscope came to lead the 
field in two years with a monthly circulation of nearly 200,000 copies. 
He remained in this position for a decade. Although there was a desk at 
Dell with Grant's name on it, you would not be likely to find him there. 
He was a restless Sun-in-Gemini conjunct the node of Uranus, with Leo 
on the Ascendent, and he was usually in motion. The Sun was also in 
opposition to Uranus to increase his rating as a rebel. He was a true 
intellectual. He believed that man should have a better destiny. It 
bothered him to see people living in slums. He liked people, and he met 
them wherever he found them. Money nearly always seemed to come 
his way to the extent that he needed it, but he wasn't much interested 
in money. Although Grant was usually moving around somewhere, by 
some miracle he always seemed to arrive in time to meet deadlines. He 


never stood up those presses, but the moment they were rolling, he 
was gone again. 

He didn’t believe in paying for life insurance, because he said he 
had no intention of dying right away. When he was 48-1/2, he changed 
his mind and bought life insurance. Right after his 49th birthday, he 
died of a cerebral hemorrhage. At least that's what the doctors said it 
was. I’m not sure they knew. Anyway, he saved himself thirty years of 
life insurance premiums. He finally paid one premium and the insurance 
company had to pay off. 

Grant and the writer were neighbors in Westchester County in New 
York State. We saw a good deal of each other. We constantly exchanged 
astrological ideas and experiences. He would tell people he was not a 
"joiner." He didn't like to belong to organizations, particularly astro¬ 
logical organizations. He finally did join the American Federation of 
Astrologers, but he told me that was because he liked Ernest Grant. 
He didn't go along with the orthodox ideas of a lot of the astrologers, 
and he didn’t want to bother arguing with the orthodox astrologers. 
He didn't use progressions, but when asked about this he would tell 
other astrologers, "If progressions work for you, you use them. I don’t 
use them." He did not employ astrology as a causal phenomenon. To 
him, as to some other astrologers, it was an algebra of life. He used 
planetary nodes and Arabic points. Many astrologers ignore these factors 
because they can’t see how a mathematical point can have an "effect", 
but they use house cusps, unaware that these are mere mathematical 
points. Even the Zodiac is a matter of mathematical points. Grant be¬ 
lieved that a person’s life is something very individual and personal. 
He didn't want to intrude into the personal part of the other fellow's 
life, and he didn't want anybody intruding too far into his. He felt 
the same way about a horoscope. It was something very individual and 
personal that was only for its owner. He would be glad to help with it 
if someone needed help, but one should learn all about it for one’s self. 

He was a good story teller. His sense of humor was always working. 
There was a gleam of laughter in his eyes, and his personality was full 
of charm. He enjoyed talking to small groups more than talking to large 
groups. He liked Greenwich Village and he liked its people. He lived 
there for a while. He approached his work as a scientist, but he thought 
there was room for the poet and the artist too. One of his own prose 
poems, a tribute to Franklin D. Roosevelt, filled two columns on the 
editorial page of the New York Evening Post. He selected a great many 
of his friends from the arts rather than from astrology. He didn't have 
too many intimate friends among the astrologers, Few people knew 
history as well as Grant. He was interested in the principles that were 
hidden behind life itself. Sometimes he wrote novels. 

I never really knew Grant well when we were both on the staff of 
American Astrology Magazine. It was later when I lived in Westchester 
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that he spent many weekends at my home. It was just that Grant was 
fun to have around. His conversation was always stimulating. He made 
a good guest because you didn't have to worry about him or wait on 
him. He made himself one of the family and took care of himself. 

It takes 84 years from the moment of birth for Uranus to go around 
the circle of the heavens, or the ellipse of the heavens if you like it that 
way better. It is always a turning point in a life when it gets half way 
around, and in the case of Grant, when it got half way 'round it was on 
its own node, and it was on the Sun in his chart. This isn't an easy 
aspect to experience if you want to stay in one place. Grant never did 
like to stay too long in one place. 

It was a pleasant summer morning when he stopped off to see me 
on his way to Manhattan. It was so nice that we just sat out on the 
grass and talked. 

"I've got to have a change. I can't stand it. I'd like to quit my job." 

In surprise, I asked. "Why?" After all, he had the best paying job 
in the business. He seldom went near the office. Why did he want to 
give up his job? 

"There's nothing wrong with the job. George Delacorte is a swell 
guy to work for. They don't come any better. I just don't want to stay 
any longer. I must go on to something else. I know I have to do it. If I 
knew where to get the capital, I'd start my own magazine." 

Excusing himself, the writer went to a telephone. He wanted to 
see how difficult it would be to get the money for Grant to start his own 
magazine. After an official of the American News Company had listened 
to the story on the phone, he said, "Tell Mr. Lewi to come down and 
have lunch with me today." 

That was how the magazine The Astrologer was born. 

This was not the end of the restlessness. The family had seen 
Arizona. Carolyn and two of the children were already out there. I was 
seeing much of Grant, and he was talking about Arizona. I was inter¬ 
ested too. I had never been to Arizona. Because of western movies, my 
six-year-old son was also interested in Arizona, wanting me to take him 
there to live. My curiosity was causing me to ask many questions about 
Arizona. One day, Grant left New York to meet his wife and family in 
Arizona. He located up in the mountains near Prescott, the old mining 
town from frontier days, which hadn't changed much. The name of 
one of its main streets was, and still is, "Whiskey Row." 

His children were reaching university age, and Grant was con¬ 
cerned about their education. You can't get much of a college educa¬ 
tion up in those mountains. So, Grant and his family moved to the 
university town of Tucson. Everything was going great. Early in 1951, 
Grant wrote me a long letter. He wanted me to quit, come to Arizona, 
and go in business with him. He loved every inch of Arizona. There 
wasn't much in the entire state thal he and his whole family had not 
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explored. Weekends, they explored Arizona, and after Alaska and Texas, 
it is the third largest state in area. There were only two towns of con¬ 
sequence in the whole state. Although the university is in what is now 
the center of town, back in frontier days its site was selected by a group 
of gamblers who bought the land and gave it to the university free to 
get education out of town, where it wouldn't cause people to want to 
limit gambling houses. 

I was interested in Grant's proposal, but being Taurus, I had to 
think it over. I thought it over for six months, and then I wrote Grant 
and agreed to his proposition but said it would be a year before I could 
move to Arizona myself. It was a late Saturday afternoon when my 
special delivery was handed to him. He was about to have dinner. He 
was very cheerful at dinner, but perhaps Grant was getting restless 
again. Early the next morning, I received a telegram from his daughter, 
Jan, saying he had passed away before daylight. I took a train for 
Arizona. I never came back. 

Tucson folks were awed. They told me many stories. If you are an 
astrologer, some people are apt to think you are a bit mystic and 
different from other people. They thought Grant knew he was about 
to go. There was that story about the life insurance company. There 
were other stories. He died before dawn on the morning of July 14th, 
195L He had refused to make any appointments for the month of 
August. He told some people, "I'll consider it if I am still here.” He 
joked about not knowing whether he would even be around in August. 
People wondered about him, and when news of his passing came they 
were sure that he had been ready, that he had planned on heading off 
on another journey. 

Upon arriving in Tucson, I had to help Carolyn read the mail 
that was arriving. I was a little surprised to learn the number of prom¬ 
inent people in all walks of life who had been followers of Grant Lewi's 
The Astrologer. During the next year, I met many interesting and prom¬ 
inent people who came to Arizona because they wanted a few inside 
words about Grant. At least a half dozen of these people wound up 
moving to Tucson. We thought about it as a small town then, a little 
place of 40,000 people, not the quarter million population that we find 
ten years later. In Grant's Tucson days, it was known as a cow town. 

Grant's children graduated, and left Tucson to carve out their own 
careers. There was Jan, her husband, Troy, and there was Carol and 
Bill. Carolyn, their mother, has moved on to Los Gatos, California. 
But, Tucson is still filled with friends of the Lewi's. 

As for the old saying that deaths come in threes, first it was Grant 

Lewi. Shortly thereafter, came the word of the passing of Llewellyn 

■ 

George, soon followed by the news of the death of Elbert Benjamine, 
three of the most prominent astrologers of the first half of the twentieth 
century. They all died in 1951, although George and Benjamine were 
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much older men. 

Grant could be the last word in informality. Conventions had no 
interest for him. He believed in living and making decisions intellectu¬ 
ally instead of following any outmoded rules or regulations. He didn't 
like schedules. He didn't gear himself too much to either time nor 
society. In many ways, he was a very free person. He knew freedom. 
He liked freedom for others. He was casual. He dressed casually. He 
was a handsome lad, but it was the charm of his personality that warmed 
and captured people. He always carried a gleam in his eye that indicated 
something was secretly amusing. He was as interested in the horoscope 
of a beggar as in that of a millionaire or a president. 

The writer leaped at an opportunity to write an introduction to 
the republication of Grant's first astrology book, because Grant Lewi 
was an important influence in the lives of a lot of people. He was an 
important influence in the writer's life. One afternoon at a cocktail 
party, a Tucson newspaperman singled me out. "Before he died, Grant 
Lewi told me I would never have to work after this year if I didn't 
want to. I didn't take stock in that sort of thing, but I just became 
the recipient of a trust fund that will support me for the rest of my life." 

Grant Lewi did not use progressions. He did not use fixed stars. 
He found everything he wanted in the solar system. He was a practical 
rather than a theoretical astrologer. He wasn't concerned with why 
astrology works. He was more concerned with the fact that it. does. 
This was no more unexpected or mysterious to him than the fact that 
trees grow. We don't know how nor why. He was more concerned with 
astrology as the only real key to psychological understanding of self 
than with any of its other phases. His novels included "The Gods 
Arrive" and "The Star of Empire." 

He didn't speak about it out loud, because he didn't want to hurt 
the feelings of others, but there was much of the orthodox astrology 
that Grant considered mere superstition. He didn't want to hurt any¬ 
body nor did he want to see anybody hurt. He was a liberal in his 
political thinking, and he was horrified when the first atomic bomb was 
dropped. Soon thereafter, he sent me a gift. It was a book entitled, 
"Modern Man is Obsolete." He would go far out of his way to help 
people. He was very loyal to his friends. He could earn money but he 
never bothered protecting it after he earned it. He was not an insecure 
person. When he lived in New Rochelle, he spoke his piece on all public 
matters. 

Heaven Knmvs What has been popular for its simplicity. It takes 
a part of astrology and makes it possible for you to use it in your own 
life, without the necessity of knowing all the technicalities of the con¬ 
struction of a horoscope. It makes a great starting point for the be¬ 
ginner. Yet most professional astrologers want a copy of it near. His 
interpretations were different. Llewellyn George once told a friend that 
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Grant's interpretations must be intuitive because they were unlike any 
that had been written before him. All you need do is follow Grant Lewi’s 
own instructions. It won't tell you everything you may want to know 
about either yourself or astrology. The book that will do that has not 
been written, but you will find no superstitious quotations from the 
dark ages. It will get you on your way. It supplies interpretations that 
will not be found elsewhere, because they are a part of the personality 
of Grant Lewi himself. He was strictly original. He didn't borrow ideas 
from others. He had more of his own than he could use. 

Grant Lewi has departed but he left us a heritage. Grant is gone, 
but Heaven Knows What lives on. It is one of his brain children. It is 
the intention of the publisher to revive and republish his other brain 
children. The writer has met many people who are good astrologers 
themselves today. Their first introduction to the subject was reading 
Heaven Knows What , which was followed by Astrology For The Millions . 
These are both human documents. Grant Lewi was human himself and 
he liked humanity. He thought he saw a way to help and improve it. 

I neglected to say that he was also born with the Sun conjunct Pluto. 
When the writer first wrote an article introducing Pluto as the ruler of 
Aries instead of ruler of Scorpio, pointing out that people born with the 
Sun conjunct Pluto had the same pioneering characteristics as people 
born with Sun in Aries, Grant read the article, and with his customary 
amused expression said, "You can say that again. You overlooked the 
fact that I am one of those people." 

It has been a source of great satisfaction to the writer that Carl 
L. Weschcke, the new owner of Llewellyn Publications selected the books 
of Grant Lewi for republication, and I know it would be a great source 
of satisfaction to Llewellyn George if he were still alive, but perhaps 
he and Grant are still carrying the ball in another sphere. Perhaps they 
found another place to pioneer. Perhaps they have reached a new frontier. 

In his "Preface to Limited Edition”—not this edition—which fol¬ 
lows, Grant Lewi talks about the progress in astrology since HEAVEN 
KNOWS WHAT first made its appearance. Let us bring his remarks up 
to date. First. I would like to go back a bit. I would like to consider what 
Charles Fort called a fairytale — astronomy. When I first read Mr. Fort's 
statement, I thought he was joking. Many years of experience have taught 
me he was not. Allegedly, astronomy is a science, and in some countries it 
has been somewhat as alleged. As generally described, astronomy is a 
physical study of whatever may be beyond the earth and in space. It was 
originally called natural astrology. There have been accomplishments by 
some astronomers, but most of the accomplishments for which astron¬ 
omers claim credit came about as the work of non-astronomers and were 
opposed and ridiculed by the astronomers of that time. 

Originally, all was astrology. It is the world's oldest science. There 
came a time when a particular Pope in Rome, unfamiliar with astrology 
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but believing that it was a doctrine of fatalism, declared himself against 
it, with the result that a new word was coined to satisfy the Church. 
Astronomy was to be purely physical and materialistic in such a way that 
it would not be working the same side of the street as the church and 
could not be looked upon as a competitor. Up until the time of Ptolemy, 
it was always recognized that the Sun was the center of the solar system, 
but the Bible said that God made the earth first and built all these other 
objects in space around it, so everything had to be changed to conform to 
the Bible, and whether he liked it or not, Ptolemy had to teach that the 
earth is the center of the solar system. For all we know, he may have 
spoken in relative terms. You can employ anything as a center using it 
as a particular frame of reference, and when we draw a horoscope today 
we place the earth in the center, because that is where we are , and we want 
to see things from where we are. The astronomers all accepted Ptolemy, and 
they all accepted the earth as the center. This is as we should expect it, 
because astronomers always accept what they are told to accept. They are 
a very obedient people. When it is to their purpose, the astronomers call 
Ptolemy an astronomer, and when they find it convenient for some ulterior 
purpose, they call him an astrologer. Actually, it was about 500 years after 
the birth of Christ that the word astronomy first came into being. 

There was no such word as astronomy at the time of Plato, and yet 
the copies of Plato sold to students in some universities today have been 
rewritten, and the word astronomy has been substituted for astrology, to 
give the impression that Plato’s interest was in astronomy and not as¬ 
trology, which is impossible because in the days of Plato, there was no 
such word as astronomy. As we proceed, you will see the thorough job of 
brainwashing that was attempted. 

Along came an astrologer named Copernicus. His is one of the greatest 
names honored by astronomers today. They now classify him as an as¬ 
tronomer, because they find it convenient to misappropriate credit for his 
accomplishments. Copernicus wrote a paper under the title de Revolution- 
ibis. Addressing himself to the Pope, he mildly suggested that the astron¬ 
omers were wrong, that perhaps the earth was not the center of the solar 
system. Copernicus was a mathematician, which most astronomers are not, 
and he demonstrated that if we considered the Sun as the center of the 
solar system, it would explain the motion of the planets. They would 
always be going on their way, while when observed from the earth, they 
sometimes appear to be moving backward. He pointed out that the helio¬ 
centric system employed by the ancient Greek astrologer, Aristarchus, a 
pupil of Pythagoras and dating back to about 500 B.C., was more perfect 
and valid than the geocentric system of Ptolemy and the church, the 
system of the astronomers. 

Although they are now attempting to call him one of them, there was 
great opposition to both Copernicus and his paper by the astronomers of 
his day and by the church. Publication of his book was forbidden. Yes. 
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they had censorship in those days. However, his paper was finally pub¬ 
lished, and now various astronomers glorify him as one of them, fail to 
mention that he was an astrologer, so declare in classrooms, "Copernicus 
disproved astrology by proving that the sun and not the earth is the center 
of the solar system." 

It has always been a characteristic of astronomy that astronomers 
oppose and deny a new discovery until their position is no longer possible, 
and then they claim credit for the discovery. Meteors had been falling 
from the sky for a long time. They had been seen to fall by vast numbers 
of people, but astronomers explained them away. Somebody down the 
street threw them. Finally, so many meteors fell on one town in France, 
that the astronomers decided to accept them. They have made no attempt 
to explain how, when the earth was turning on its axis, all the meteors were 
falling on the same town. Such discrepancies never bother an astronomer. 
If a student points out the disturbing facts, an astronomer can always say, 
"I don't want to argue with you." After all, what right has a student to 
argue with an astronomer? Isn't it right there in the book? Are you going 
to believe what you or other people see or experience, or are you going to 
believe what is in the book and what the astronomer says? 

Kepler was an astrologer. He followed Copernicus, and because he was 
considering the sun as the center of the solar system, he was able to write 
the three laws of planetary motion. Now, the astronomers point with pride 
toKepler, call him one of their own and say, "Look what we accomplished!" 
They now forget that he was an astrologer and put him down in their 
history books as an astronomer. The work of Kepler, a very poor man, 
was financed by another astrologer, Tycho Brahe, who had an "in" with 
the king and thereby was able to live in pretty good style. The king 
wanted better predictions, and to make the king happy, Brahe called on 
Kepler, because Kepler was a mathematician, while Brahe wasn't. Kepler 
had the mathematical knowledge to do the job and did it. Now, the as¬ 
tronomers have nominated him to their club. After all, he is dead and that 
makes it safe, because he can no longer make any discoveries which might 
upset textbooks, classrooms, ivory towers or tranquility. New discoveries 
are very hard on an astronomer's nerves. When you live in a dream world 
and you like it, you dislike people who wake you and request that you face 
reality. Astronomers live in the past. They look far out into space where 
they see things as they were many millions of years ago. The present or 
future is v ery annoying to them. 

Astronomy was born as a form of religious bigotry, and in academic 
circles it has never changed. Over in England, they had a different kind of 
a church, but they still had fancy-robed men who set up standards to be 
certain that all new discoveries would conform with their conception of the 
Bible, as they had written it. A mathematician named Sir Isaac Newton 
discovered that gravity seemed to obey a mathematical formula. He was 
investigating for his own amusement and knowledge, but an astronomer 
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named William Lilly offered to have a book on the subject printed if 
Newton would write it. Newton wrote the book in Latin and it was pub¬ 
lished in Latin. There was, as usual, great astronomical opposition to 
Newton's conception. It was said that gravity and levitation (and both 
words are to be found in Newton's book) were occult. Anything that was 
occult belonged to God, and if any mathematician knew what was good 
for him, he better not go fussing around with any of God's fancy occult 
forces. 

As always happens in these matters, Newton was an astrologer, and it 
has been said that this displeased William Lilly a great deal and caused him 
to chide Newton about it, but we have never been able to find any verifi¬ 
cation for the story. Anyway, we find that the discoveries were made by a 
man who was a combination astrologer and mathematician, and all the 
great astrologers of the old days were also the leading mathematicians of 
those days. We don't seem to find much progress that we can attribute to 
the brain washing teachers of astronomy. It would seem that they teach 
and lecture for pay to brain-wash others in identical manner to their own 
original brainwashing. Newton was an interesting man. How interesting 
we do not know, because most of his writings have never been published. 
Their publication has been forbidden in England. They have not been 
burned, but they are locked up in a museum to conceal his real beliefs. One 
of his secrets was that he did not believe in the holy trinity. He was head 
of the Royal Society, principal "scientific" organization in England, and 
no man was allowed to head this organization unless he believed in the holy 
trinity. This was sort of fraudulent in a way because he really put it over 
on the king, the church, his brother "scientists" and all those high and 
brilliantly robed powers of the church. He never allowed them to look into 
his mind or real beliefs. He turned out to be a good politician, because he 
also obtained a good-paying job from the king himself. The king made him 
Exchequer of the whole kingdom. 

Anyway, Newton wrote a book in Latin, and in 1937, it was finally 
published in the United States in English. In time the astronomers took 
over Newton's gravitation, invented a story about Newton sleeping under 
an apple tree and being bopped by an apple, whereupon he woke up and 
said, "Well, what do you know. I just discovered gravitation'" This story 
is in complete disagreement with Newton's theory of gravity. 

From this point on, astronomers taught the theory of gravitation, but 
what they taught as Newton's theory had little resemblance to Newton's 
theory. It seems quite possible that none of the astronomers ever read 
Newton's book, because they didn't appear to know what was in it. 

Astronomers appear to like apples but somebody is always upsetting 
the applecart. This time it was two mathematicians in two different coun¬ 
tries, one named Leverier and one named Adams. They noted that Uranus 
didn't behave very well. They did much calculating, and although neither 
knew of the other, they covered the same ground, and came up \vilh the 
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same answer. They said that if astronomers would point a telescope at a 
certain mathematical point in space, they'd be looking at a newly discov¬ 
ered planet. Adams, who finished his calculations first sent them to the 
Astronomer Royal in all of his holiness. That was a presumptuous thing to 
do, and he didn't seem to know that the Astronomer Royal was too royal 
and too holy to read that kind of trash. The Astronomer Royal glanced at 
the content of the letter to *>ee what the fellow wanted, didn't bother to 
look at the calculations, but threw them into a drawer where they were 
to remain for some time. 

Later, Leverrier finished his calculations and sent them to an astro¬ 
nomical observatory in France. New planet discovered! 

FLASH!! The Astronomer Royal remembered something. It was — a 
letter. What was it that fellow was talking about? Didn't he say something 
about a new planet? Sure enough. It wasn't France that made the discovery. 
It was England. Here was a letter from Adams. Here were the same figures. 
The Astronomer Royal claimed the discovery for his holy office. This led to 
a bit of conflict, but it was ultimately patched up, probably with the help 
of a few special ambassadors, and no war between England and France 
resulted. Now we have a discovery which is claimed by the astronomers 
although Adams was not an astronomer. He was a mathematician. 

Astronomer Perciful Lowell at Flagstaff, Arizona, decided we might as 
well continue discovering planets, so he calculated a planet beyond Nep¬ 
tune, but never found one. After his death, a young lad with no rating as 
an astronomer happened to be working at Flagstaff and in between studied 
pictures of the sky. He noted an object which had moved between one 
photograph and another. He showed the pictures to his superiors, who were 
skeptical, but they were thinking about Lowell, a real astronomer belong¬ 
ing to their club. He was dead. They decided to name the planet Lowell. 
The young lad who discovered it was named Clyde Tombaugh. Nobody 
suggested naming it after Tombaugh. After all, he didn’t have a Ph.D. and 
without a Ph.D., no astronomer has been properly brainwashed. Not all 
astronomers wanted the planet named after Lowell, so they picked Pluto, 
a Greek God, but they compromised on the symbol. They combined two 
letters of the alphabet P and L into £2 , and this made anti-Lowell astron¬ 
omers happy because they said it was the first two letters of PLUTO, the 
name agreed upon, while the pro-Lowell astronomers said the PL stood for 
Perciful Lowell. Another astronomical war was avoided. One thing still 
bothers the astronomers. They should never have admitted Tombaugh 
discovered the planet, because some years later the superior eyesight of 
Tombaugh embarrassed them further. One day, he saw a flying saucer and 
happened to mention it to the press. This was bad because it is part of the 
present dogma and religious bigotry of astronomy to claim there are no 
flying saucers, as years back there were no meteors. Meteors have been 
accepted into the club, and anything that looks like a flying saucer is a 
meteor. If near enough to the sun, it might be a sunspot that slipped off but 
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sunspots were not always respectable either. The first sunspot was dis¬ 
covered by a Catholic priest, who was told that if there was anything such 
as a sunspot, Socrates would have written about it. He knew better than 
to do that again, and it was six months before he dared again look through 
a telescope. He probably had to pray that long to atone forhis sin. However, 
if we wait long enough astronomers always accept what they deny today, 
and claim they discovered it. 

After both meteors and sunspots were accepted into the mystic fra¬ 
ternity of astronomers, RCA Communications Inc., a subsidiary of Radio 
Corporation of America wanted to know what caused interference with 
shortwave radio. The astronomers said it was sunspots, so RCA tossed a 
few million dollars to the astronomers and in effect said, "Find out how 
sunspots affect shortwave radio transmission." The astronomers supposedly 
did research and told RCA about beautiful sunspots. Sometimes when there 
was more than the usual frequency of sunspots there would be shortwave 
radio interference. At other times, there would be a high ratio of sunspots 
but no radio interference. Again there would be no sunspots but much 
radio interference. This was very confusing to RCA. It was suggested that 
the astronomers use some of the money RCA was handing out to find 
whether planetary aspects might have some connection with magnetic 
storms, but this horrified the astronomers who said, "Why that would be 
astrology." The astronomers knew that if planets could have any connec¬ 
tion with radio, Socrates or Harlow Shapley would have written about it 
in their books. The astronomers dropped the matter and never came back 
to it. RCA wasn't convinced. They were a troublesome lot, and probably 
didn't know their Socrates. They didn't say anything more to the astron¬ 
omers but selected a radio engineer named John H. Nelson, bought him a 
telescope, set it up on the roof of a building near Wall Street, and began 
their own research program. Within two years, they made an announce¬ 
ment. They had found they could predict magnetic storms and consequent 
radio weather by studying planetary aspects. 

Here was a typical American business firm doing things in a typical 
business way. About this time, I interviewed John H. Nelson. A big mag¬ 
netic storm was under way. It was interfering with the teletype machines 
receiving messages coming across the North Atlantic route from Europe. 
The machines were printing gibberish. This would mean no messages com¬ 
ing from Europe. No news coming either. News must come by radio. 
However, all was well. It had been possible to predict this storm far in 
advance. An extra staff had been flown to Tunisia. Messages were coming 
in from Europe. They were going around the storm. They were being 
beamed to Tunisia and rebeamed from Tunisia to New York. Thousands 
and thousands of dollars were being saved. Engineers had solved the prob¬ 
lem that astronomers could not or would not solve. I had to leave this 
meeting because I had a luncheon appointment at the Engineers Club 
uptown. 
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Here, we have an odd coincidence. My luncheon date was with the 
astronomer who was in charge of the original research program of the 
astronomers being financed by money donated by RCA. He was a personal 
friend of mine. We had visited back and forth at each other's homes. He 
was secretly interested in astrology, studied it, had his own secret astro¬ 
logical library, but could not openly admit anything because of the aca¬ 
demic pressure exerted on him by organized astronomy in the United States 
and England. If he dared admit his astrological interest, he would be ex¬ 
communicated. Despite his interest in astrology, he dared not go beyond 
sunspots. When I met him, he was a sad man. His work was over. His 
university research funds had been cut off. His work would have to stop. 
He did not know why they had been cut off, but it was pretty clear when 
he informed me that his university's whole research program had been 
financed by RCA. Without giving any reason, RCA had, in effect, said, 
"That's all there is. There isn't any more." 

Because of its very inborn bigoted nature, astronomy had failed to do 
the job it was paid to do. Impatient with delays and lack of results, a big 
American corporation had called in its own engineers and had done the 
job itself. It didn't need the astronomers. They were too impractical. It 
had been giving them handouts in the form of millions of dollars long 
enough. Astronomy is not only a fairytale; it is a disease. 

What was the reaction of the world of astronomers to all of this? 

The story of the discovery of RCA was on the front pages of the 
newspapers. It was in the news and other magazines. It did not appear in 
any astronomical journal. Astronomers held their heads high, looked the 
other way and chose to ignore the matter. For more than two decades, 
RCA has been savingmillions of dollars by employing the planets to predict 
magnetic storms so they know how to beam messages to go around such 
storms. 

Over in England, a British astronomer wrote an article in which he 
said the RCA work was a gross misuse of statistics. He had never seen the 
statistics. He had never interviewed anyone connected with RCA. He had 
no access to any data. He was 3000 miles away. Yet he was able to write 
an article and say that the RCA work was a gross misuse of statistics. 

In February 1962, I was in a debate concerning astrology with Dr. 
George Abel of U.C.L.A.,an astronomer. Another astrologer, Sydney Omarr 
and a psychologist named Paul Bindram were the other participants. It 
was the Ben Hunter program over KTTV in Los Angeles. Sydney brought 
up the RCA work. Dr. Abel sneered, quoted the British astronomer men¬ 
tioned above and referring to Engineer Nelson of RCA as "that guy" said, 
"Why he's only an amateur astronomer." In other words, he doesn't 
teach school and he hasn't been accepted into the cult. Astronomers appear 
to live in a little isolated world of their own where they recognize neither 
the outside world nor any form of reality. Their beliefs have to come from 
textbooks having no relation to what may be in the sky, and all scientific 
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evidence that is contrary to their cultist beliefs is excluded. There is a 
definite parallel in the way an astronomer thinks of himself as a "profes¬ 
sional” and the manner in which a prostitute considers herself a "pro¬ 
fessional." Each is getting paid. The girl merely sells her body, while the 
astronomer sells his souk When he becomes an astronomer, he joins a more- 
or-less secret fraternity that is based on hypocricy, and forever after he 
must be intellectually dishonest. At least, that has been the way astronomy 
has been up through the ages since its origin and until the beginning of 
the space age. 

In the *30s t Harvard had an astronomer named Dr. Bart J. Bok. They 
brought him over from Holland. Bok was an inoffensive sort of a fellow, 
but the job they gave him was less inoffensive. He was to go forth and 
destroy astrology. First, he wrote an article purporting to investigate 
astrology. The investigation consisted of interviewing enemies of astrology 
and publishing their vindictive assertions. In no case did they interview a 
person who had studied or tested astrology. To qualify to be interviewed 
you had to be against astrology. The article did tell a cute story about how 
the astronomers had pulled a fast one and used their influence to have the 
Federal Communications Commission bar astrology from the air unless 
someone was to condemn the subject. Free speech? Paul Clancy was pub¬ 
lisher of American Astrology Magazine. He re-printed the Bok report in 
American Astrology Magazine. He made no comment, but there was some¬ 
thing he did do. Next to the Bok report he published another astronomical 
report coming out of Harvard College Observatory in the 1890's. It was a 
"scientific" report proving conclusively that it would never be possible to 
fly a heavier-than-air machine with a gasoline motor. The motor itself 
would be so heavy that it would hold the vehicle to earth. The report was 
very "scientific." It contained a lot of mathematics and was heavy with 
gravitation. 

Dr. Bok marched on. He called at university after university and 
made speech after speech condemning astrology. In the writer's presence, 
he once said that it bothered his conscience, but he was working under 
Dr. Harlow Shapley at Harvard and this was his bread and butter. He 
was singing for his supper. On one occasion, he spoke at the Museum of 
Natural History in New York City, and discovered that his audience was 
composed principally of astrologers. This time, Dr. Bok was conciliatory. 
His theme was, "Why can't the astronomers and the astrologers get to¬ 
gether? Why should there be this animosity? Yes, why? He made reference 
to the writer's statistical work, stated that he was familiar with it, praised 
it, and in effect said that's what we should be doing. He criticized the 
astrologers from one viewpoint. He said they had no basic hypothesis to 
show how planets affected people. Ernest A. Grant, then Executive Secre¬ 
tary of the American Federation of Astrologers asked him to explain what 
hypothesis the astronomers had that would explain their concepl ion of 
gravitation. This upset Bok no end, because, they didn't have any either. 
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Astronomers do have some other hypotheses, however. They have a con¬ 
ception of an expanding universe where everything goes out from the 
center. Everything is going away from everything else, but this isn't 
exactly consistent with their other idea where everything is pulling every¬ 
thing else toward it. This is no problem in astronomy, where no degree of 
consistency is regarded as necessary once you have been taken into the 
mystic fold and granted a Ph.D., Bok finally disappeared and went to 
Australia. 

It was a grey day at Harvard Observatory when word of Dr. Bok's 
kind words for astrologers reached there. Things went from grey to black 
when it was learned that Bok's speech had been recorded by the astrologers 
who were about to publish it. A representative was sent to call on all 
astrology magazine editors. They were told that if they published Bok's 
speech they would be sued. The American Federation of Astrologers pub¬ 
lished the speech, but nobody sued them. The writer also published it and 
publicly dared them to sue him, but they didn't. SKY Magazine, published 
by the astronomers, printed an entirely different speech and said it was the 
one Bok delivered. It wasn't. There were some conferences and it was de¬ 
cided that the astrology picture was getting too hot to handle and that 
opposition to astrology should go more underground. 

The next epidemic broke out in Philadelphia. Dr. Roy K, Marshall 
was head of the Fels Planetarium and he hated astrologers. He entered into 
a debate with Sydney Omarr, It was pretty hot. The owners of the TV 
station were watching and became so interested that they phoned the 
station and ordered all other programs cancelled for the evening to allow 
the debate to continue so long as the station was on the air. This was one 
of the last attacks on astrology Dr. Marshall ever made. He was later 
indicted by Federal authorities for sending obscene literature through the 
mails to teenage girls. He was placed in a mental institution for a while. He 
pleaded "no defense" to the indictment, and the judge suspended the 
sentence on the agreement that the astronomer would take psychiatric 
treatments. It would appear that the treatment Sydney Omarr gave him 
wasn't psychiatric enough. Interesting to note what finally happens to 
these astronomers. 

It wasn't until February 1962 that another astronomer went looking 
for an argument about astrology. We have already mentioned that he was 
Dr. George Abel of U.C.L.A. With a psychologist named Paul Bindram, 
he appeared on the Ben Hunter program over KTTV, Los Angeles, against 
Sydney Omarr and the writer. 

Dr. Abel proudly announced that the astronomers brought about the 
space program. Because of the record to the contrary, this was a very 
embarrassing assertion for him to make. Sydney told him that the reason 
why the United States fell behind Russia in the space program was because 
of the incompetency of the American astronomers. The writer had made 
this same charge over the KTX radio station of CBS a month earlier, but 
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now Dr. Abel blew up. He charged this was false information, and accused 
Oman* of publicizing false information about the astronomers. The writer 
interrupted to address Ben Hunter and offered to produce statistics to 
prove Sydney’s assertion. Almost hysterical, Dr. Abel screamed at the 
writer,’’Now, you stop. You’re trying to protect him’” 

Ben Hunter allowed the writer to read from the record. The record 
showed that out of 800 professional astronomers in the United States at 
the beginning of the space age, less than six knew enough about celestial 
mechanics to teach the subject. To get the space age off the ground, govern¬ 
mental agencies, space and aircraft companies had to find people to teach 
celestial mechanics. One aircraft company wanted ten such persons im¬ 
mediately. Thus, nearly all the people chosen to teach celestial mechanics 
to space engineerswere imported from other countries. With a sneer on his 
face, Dr. Abel had to listen to the report as it was being read publicly. He 
couldn't refute the figures, so he adopted what we might term a "SO- 
WHAT?" attitude. From there on, most of Dr. Abel’s attacks were confined 
to his religious objections. Only the astrologers were able to confine them¬ 
selves to a scientific and intellectual discussion. 

It is doubtful whether we will hear further astrological comment from 
Dr. Abel. In fact, it is doubtful whether he will ever be quite the same man 
again. 

More information about the incompetency of American astronomers 
will be found in an article of the writer published in the July 1962 issue of 
HOROSCOPE Magazine, The important item to remember is that astron¬ 
omy was born of religious bigotry and up until the current publication of 
this book, it has never been anything else in either the United States •! 
England. Astronomers now claim to be responsible for discovering the sun 
as the center of the solar system, the laws of planetary motion, gravitation, 
meteors and the space age, and yet none of these things came about be¬ 
cause of astronomers but in spite of astronomers, who originally opposed 
and fought all these ideas. Astronomers have always been motivated by 
religious bigotry rather than by science, and yet, they have been given a 
place of "respectability” in our academic world* but that is the way politics 
works, and our educational system has developed into a series of bureauc¬ 
racies. Funds donated for research purposes by well-intentioned people are 
used for political and propaganda purposes. We have had astrologers who 
may not have been asscientific asthey might have been, but when compared 
to astronomers, they are quite scientific. They are also sincere, which the as¬ 
tronomers as a group are not. One British astronomer condemned the opening 
of the space age as extravagant and said the money should bo spent to buy 
him a new telescope. The space age is being run. not by astronomers but by 
engineers, and as this is being written these engineers are at work designing 
a telescope that will orbit the earth in a satellite. Its speed will be the same 
as the earth's rotation. It will remain in one position over the earth. 22*000 
miles up over Kitt Peak near Tucson. Arizona, from where it will be possible 
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to point the telescope in any desired direction, and where whatever the 
telescope sees will appear on a television screen. We will no longer have to 
view the heavens through the earth's atmosphere. The British astronomer 
mentioned above can continue to use his old telescope, through which he 
probably never saw anything that wasn't first in a textbook. 

Many astrologers predicted that 1962 would be an important and pro¬ 
gressive year for astrology. The year opened with newspaper stories coming 
out of India to the effect that Hindu astrologers were predicting the end of 
the world to come in February. These stories were a hoax. The predictions 
were never put forth by astrologers but by religious fanatics. The whole 
story of this hoax wastold in the June 1962 issue of HOROSCOPE Magazine 
in an article by the writer entitled, "The Great Neptunian Hoax of February 
1962." The astronomers, including Dr. Abel, tried to blame the predictions 
on the astrologers, but they knew better, and after Dr. Abel’s first attempt 
to lay blame on the astrologers, when the writer again offered to produce the 
record, Dr. Abel withdrew and said he would concede that it was a hoax, but 
later he again tried to blame it on the astrologers. 

Astrology has made terrific forward strides in 1962. One eastern univer¬ 
sity is employing IBM electronic computers to check relationships between 
weather and the planets, but since the work has not yet been made public, 
the writer can mention no details at this time. In the April issue of CYCLES 
Magazine, published by the Foundation for the Study of Cycles, affiliated 
with the University of Pittsburgh, appeared a very significant editorial an¬ 
nouncing a new research program to determine any connection between 
planetary motion and weather, economics and the stock market. The edi¬ 
torial stated that this would be called astrology and that some claimed 
astrology to be discredited. The editorial added that astrology had been 
discredited WITHOUT INVESTIGATION and that such prejudice was 
not going to influence or alter their policies. 

During the year, the writer was invited to speak at a banquet of the 
Denver Astrological Club, which was attended by many state and Denver 
officials who later conferred with the writer, because they had been in¬ 
vestigating astrology and wanted to pass laws that would recognize, regu¬ 
late and protect it in that state. The opposition of astronomers to astrology 
is of little consequence. They have been defeated and frustrated at every 
turn except in bureaucratic academic circles. Astronomy has never been 
able to support an astronomical magazine in the United States without 
subsidization. At the most, a few thousand people buy or read any publica¬ 
tion dealing with astronomy, while more and more people turn to astrology. 
Until the first 31 years of this century were over, there was never an as¬ 
trology magazine on the newsstands. Today, monthly astrology magazines 
sell a half million copies in this country alone. In addition, there are many 
other types of astrological publications sold on the newsstands. Theannuals 
have a very big sale. While astrology is self-supporting, astronomy has 
never been. Astronomers and their families have to be supported by gifts 
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made to universities. The more its enemies attack astrology, the more 
people become interested and the more it grows. Neither psychology nor 
psychiatry can do the things that can be done with astrology. Astrology 
was the first psychology. It wasa study of psychology thousands of years 
ago, and it is the only science that will reveal a mathematical pattern of 
either group or individual psychology. It. is advancing very rapidly today. 
Since 1956, the writer has taught astrology to over 600 people who included 
psychologists, psychiatrists, mathematicians, about every kind of an engi¬ 
neer, housewives, businessmen, doctors, surgeons, and those in many other 
walks of life. Astrology is spreading. It is reaching out. It is overcoming 
religious bigotry. Grant Lewi was one of the more important people who 
helped to get it off the ground. It has had its enemies, but they have not 
dented it. During 1962, the writer also spoke on astrology at the Minneapolis 
Press Club and the Minnesota Historical Society. Lack of time made it 
necessary to turn down invitations to speak in many other places. Several 
years back when the Open Forum at Tucson invited an astronomer, to 
speak before that body, they made sure to balance it by having the writer, 
as an astrologer, speak the following week. 

Like astronomy, the practice of medicine grew out of astrology. 
Savage tribes often know more about the use of some herbs than we do. 
We have to standardize. The ancient Egyptians had some form of surgery. 
Hippocrates is known as the father of medicine. He was an astrologer of 
ancient Greece, living somewhere between 460 and 377 B.C. Paracelsus 
is known as the father of modern medicine. He was an astrologer and 
alchemist living in Europe from 1493 to 1541. Although he is honored by 
the medical profession of today, so long as he is dead, he was persecuted 
by the medical profession of his own day. 

Although we say that modern chemistry grew out of alchemy, the 
alchemists were also occultists who belonged to secret orders deemed 
necessary to oppose the dogma of their own day. Nevertheless, in the 
time of Paracelsus, physicians did not treat patients without first casting 
their horoscopes, and they made definite associations between illness and 
human characteristics. Paracelsus opposed fatalism and said he did not 
use astrology to predict the future but to determine characteristics and 
associated ailments to better understand and treat them. In our own 
century, Dr. Carl Jung, the psychiatrist stated that he never treated 
a patient without first studying his horoscope. 

In various parts of the United States today, we have small organized 
groups of physicians employing astrology in their work, but it is 
assumed that they would be persecuted if this were too widely known. 
During most of his life, Ernest A. Grant, a former president of the 
American Federation of Astrologers and long its executive secretary, 
has specialized in teaching medical astrology to physicians in Washington, 
D.C. A good many physicians have taken the writer's correspondence 
course in astrology. Dr. William Davidson of Chicago has long (aught 
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medical astrology. It was an ancient claim that surgery should never be 
performed on a part of the body when the Moon was in the sign ruling 
that part of the body. Although never dealing in medical astrology, the 
writer has observed violations to this rule over 35 years with unfortunate 
consequences. The ancients claimed that there was excessive bleeding 
and failure of nature's healing process when this law was violated. The 
sincere physician would do well to investigate the rule. 

Although we have had progress in the cure of some ailments by the 
medical profession, we have fadism, We have big drug companies, and 
we have television to sell their products. We have the American Medical 
Association and we have expensive prescriptions. If a physician cannot 
cure your ailment he can at least give it a name that is hard to pro¬ 
nounce. One of the new drugs went haywire in Europe during the summer 
of 1962. Thalidomide given to pregnant women resulted in thousands 
of deformed children. The drug did not get into the United States, al¬ 
though it reached Canada and one Phoenix woman managed to take the 
drug. All this happened with Saturn square to Neptune. From this square, 
the 1962 Moon Sign Book had warned of serious health problems. Mean* 
while, doctors in Saskatchewan went on strike and refused to treat sick 
people or deliver babies, while in the United States, private insurance 
companies and the American Medical Association employed their power¬ 
house of influence to temporarily defeat passage of government health 
insurance for the aged. Had physicians and drug companies known a 
little about astrology, they would have been less likely to put thalidomide 
on the market until they knew more about it, and had the public known 
more about astrology, it would have been more cautious in accepting 
the authority of the medical world. 

Bigotry and various "interests" have long opposed astrology. This 
is why a secrecy about its practice has existed f*r 2000 years. This 
Secrecy is becoming less necessary, but men like Dr. William Petersen of 
the University of Illinois, who maintained that indirectly the Moon 
affects the patient because it affects ionization, have feared use of the 
word astrology. Sir Isaac Newton maintained that the Moon affects 
mental illness, and most anyone who works in a mental institution 
will secretly admit this. Writing in the magazine Analog , Joseph 
Goodavage states, "Even the staid Journal of Mental Disease claims 
that the solar-lunar or synodic cycle of the 29-1/2 days has a marked 

'effect' on mental illness.Dr. Harold S. Burr of Yale has found 

correlations between lunar influence and micro-potentials in trees and 
plants. Drs. Leinex and Gibbs report in the Journal of Heredity that 
brain waves actually do correlate with phases ot the Moon. And Dr. 
Leonard J. Ravitz of the Veterans Bureau in Downey, Ill., detected 
mood changes in people analogous to the Moon's phases. On the distaff 
side, Dr. Hannah Hendrick of the United States Naval Observatory, in 
her study of mental institutions, noticed that women were more likely 
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to enter a mental hospital during a full moon; men on the second day 
after the new moon." 

Yet, none of these people dare openly use the word astrology 
because of the bigotry that exists in both the medical and astronomical 
worlds. Nevertheless, their work is the first indication of a breakthrough 
that will allow us to get beyond the iron curtain of medical, astronomical 
and academic bigotry. The progress of science has always been retarded 
by these factors of bigotry. The space age is changing many things, 
but it was brought about by practical men, mainly engineers in private 
corporations, not by the academicians and certainly not by astronomers 
who now like to steal credit for everything they originally opposed. 

HEAVEN KNOWS WHAT will not only introduce astrology to the 
layman, it will allow him to employ it in a limited way. You won’t learn 
astrology by reading this book, but it will start you on your way. The 
tables have been brought up to date, while the last edition carried them 
only to 1935. Thirty years of tables have been added. You will enjoy em¬ 
ploying this book to understand and entertain your friends better. You can 
have a lot of fun with it, while simultaneously you will be learning some¬ 
thing new. Astrology can be a road to your own freedom and security. 
Should you choose to do so, you can go further. You can study astrology 
yourself, and we will be glad to tell you how to go about that when you 
are ready. 

Enjoy Heaven Knows What. If it is your first introduction into 
astrology, you have a long, interesting road ahead of you. In any event, 
you will find it an important addition to your library. You will find 
yourself employing it a great deal once you have mastered the simple 
rules that Grant Lewi presents. 
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SINCE Heaven Knows What was first published in 1937, a great deal has 
happened in the world of astrology. 

Widened interest on the part of the public has supported numerous 
magazines until the leader reached a monthly circulation of nearly 200,000 
per month. The type of mail received from readers in the offices of the 
leading astrology magazines has proved that people of education, high 
intelligence, and broad general interests are the main supporters of these 
magazines. The type of stationery on which the letters are written, the 
typing or the handwriting, the grade of stationery used, and the questions 
raised bear out the conviction that those interested in astrology are in 
the main men and women of intellectual curiosity and a desire to better 
themselves individually. Analysis of a questionnaire inserted in the mag¬ 
azine of highest circulation further supports these findings. From my own

Study and research continues quietly and unobtrusively. For many 
years Carl Payne Tobey published privately a pamphlet called Astro- 
statistics , which won the serious attention of statisticians and men of 
science. By rigid statistical methods, he demonstrated the validity of the 
chief premise of astrology, that men are products of, among other things, 
the time of their birth. His work is noted by Dr. Ellsworth Huntingdon of 
Yale in his book Season of Birth (Yale University Press) in which he reproduce;; 
some of Mr. Tobey ’s graphs and makes them a part of his own study. 

Charles A. Jayne Jr. has done considerable study of eclipse paths 
and historical cycles* A recent book, Cycles: The Science of Prediction , 
by Edward R. Dewey and Edwin S. Dakin (Henry Holt) came to Mr. 
Jayne's attention. The authors had plotted the curves of recurring 
historical cycles, from the records of history without benefit of astrology.

PREFACE TO LIMITED EDITION 


Mr. Jayne discovered that these historic cycles correspond to planetary 
cycles. He has also pointed out the correspondence of sunspot cycles (supposed 
to influence business trends) with cyclic movements of the major planets. 

In 1940, my book Astrology for the Millions (Doubleday Doran and 
Co., Inc.) detailed the laws of transits and the extent to which the 
movements of the planets correspond to developments in individual lives. 
Later, in a series of articles in HOROSCOPE magazine, Preventive uses of 
Astrology, I outlined the extent to which astrology can be valuable to 
the practising psychiatrist, as an aid in the diagnosis of personality conflict. 

The renaissance of astrology is in full swing; it continues, despite 
some of the purely commercial enterprises that flourish in its name, to 
reach an always widening, more alert, more intelligent, more scientifically 
trained audience; and is becoming with the years a greater and greater 
force for social and individual betterment. 

HEAVEN KNOWS WHAT has met with a hearty response from both 
the general public, and from students and teachers of astrology. You 
can amuse yourself and your friends with it, and you can also use it 
as a definitive text-book covering the meaning of the aspects, and the 
interpretation of the 144 solar-lunar polarities. 

A word on how the book is constructed may answer some questions 
that have been the subject of considerable correspondence, 

This book is constructed so that the aspects—the angular relations 
between the planets — will emerge. For this reason, a planet may appear 
in Heaven Knows What to be in a sign adjacent to the one it actually 
occupies at birth. This is necessary in some cases to bring out an im¬ 
portant aspect which would not otherwise appear. For example, if Saturn 
is at 29° Libra and Mars at0° Leo, they are 89° apart, in close square 
aspect. But, if these positions were accurately recorded, Saturn would 
appear in space 21, and Mars in space 13. When you point the arrow 
at Mars, in space 13, the square will not fall on Saturn in space 21, 
but will fall in space 22. For this reason, so that the important square 
will emerge, Saturn is "moved" into space 22. This does not matter for 
purposes of this book, which deals only with aspects, and not with the 
meaning of planets in the signs. Do not, therefore, take the sign-positions 
from this book, but check them elsewhere before you conclude that you 
have, let us say, Saturn in Scorpio, and look up somewhere what that 
means. Use this book exclusively for aspects. 

The Sun and Moon are not moved out of their signs for any purpose, 
since the solar-lunar polarities (paragraphs 1-144) depend on sign posi¬ 
tions of the Sun and Moon. 

In Astrology for the Millions, the Tables are accurate for sign posi¬ 
tions, and the readings given there are for the meaning of the planets 
in the signs, without respect to aspects. 

Heaven Knows What is accurate for aspects; Astrology for the 
Millions is accurate for sign positions and their meanings. 
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THE WHEEL uses only two symbols, the triangle and the square. 
The triangle is used to signify both the trine (120°) and the sextile 
(60°) aspects. The square is used to symbolize both the square (90°) 
and the opposition (180°) aspects. To have used four symbols, and to 
have doubled the number of paragraphs, would have made the book 
unwieldly without accomplishing anything of importance. 

The trine and the sextile, though subtle differences have been 
adduced between them, are of very similar meaning. Both represent 
smooth interaction between the planets; they are aspects of harmony 
and relaxation. 

Similarly, the square and the opposition are of similar effect, though 
some minor differences do exist. Both are aspects of tention, of stress, 
and therefore of either conflict or power, depending on the total indi¬ 
vidual set-up and the uses to which the individual puts it. 

THE CHIEF use of the horoscope is its aid in self-discovery, or in 
your discovery of what makes your friends tick. The horoscope shows the 
basic underlying psychological and emotional drives of the individual, 
and through using this book with this in mind, you may be able to 
discover some hitherto unsuspected facts about yourself and others. 

This is, among other things, The Age of Psychiatry. More people 
have more problems than ever before, and the world is becoming in¬ 
creasingly aware of the existence of complexes, phobias, fixations, and 
the like. Some of these need professional —that is, psychiatric—aid. 
Some can find themselves otherwise. Clues to hidden disturbances can 
be found in the horoscope. 

For example, if you find an individual with the Moon square (or 
opposition) Saturn, or in the same space with it, you are pretty sure 
to find an individual in whose life the mother has been of extreme 
importance, for better or for worse. The same is true of the Moon and 
Mars; though the effect is different and the individual behaves differently, 
the underlying effect of the female principle is of the utmost importance 
in determining the personality and behavior pattern. 

With Sun square (or opposition) Saturn in a man’s chart, expect 
the psychological drive toward success, which is very strong, to derive 
from some complicated interaction of the father and the mother. With 
Sun conjunct (in same space with), Saturn, in either a man’s chart or 
a woman's chart, the influence of the father is dominant, and often 
emotionally disturbing. In a woman's chart especially, the square, opposi¬ 
tion, or conjunction is likely to indicate some emotional confusion, 
stemming from some real or imagined influence of the father. 

With Venus square, opposition, or conjunction Saturn, emotional 
caution rising from early influences tends to slow up the life. 

All these Saturnian influences tend toward anxiety — over-caution 
— over-protectiveness—resulting from early influences that have gone 
deeply into the nature and have become embedded, probably far below 
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the level of consciousness. 

MARS INFLUENCES, on the other hand, while they make people 
appear bold and even reckless, indicate a psychological base in either 
fear or a sense of guilt, sometimes largely unrelated to real experience. 
Among these influences are those indicated by Sun or Moon square, 
opposition, or conjunct Mars; and Mars square, opposition, or conjunct 
Saturn, Here the interaction between the male principles (Sun and Mars) 
and the female principles (Saturn and Moon) produce effects in the 
personality that may be baffling to the individual and his friends until 
the psychological basis for them is recognized, and the unproductive 
emotional habits brought into the light of consciousness for re-evaluation. 
The horoscope can help in this uncovering process; if psychiatrists could 
be induced to learn astrology and to use it as an aid to diagnosis, it 
is my conviction that the often lengthy process of analysis could be 
materially shortened, and a satisfactory result produced in much less 
time than analysis is now supposed to take. 

A PRIME use of astrology in this connection with basic psychology 
has to do with the recognizing in children, at an early age, of a basis 
for later personality difficulty. The horoscope is the only device that 
can reveal this while the child is still in infancy. If parents might know 
from the beginning where the seeds of difficulty lie in the child (and 
also in themselves, for the horoscope will show the effect that each parent 
has on the individual child, from the child’s viewpoint) then early care 
and training might eliminate much later unhappiness. 

Because this is a main use of astrology, and because the tables in 
this book have been brought up only to 1935,* I will be glad to supply 
parents of small children with the planetary numbers for the date of 
the child's birth. If you have a child born after 1935* whose horoscope 
you want to learn, send me the birth date, and I will send you back 
the numbers to use in reading the child’s horoscope from this book. 

I WANT to thank all those whose orders and purchases made this 
book possible, and to thank the early subscribers for their patience 
during the unavoidable delays in production.

In this book all the laborious 
and difficult work has been done for you, and every day of every year 
from 1876 to 1921 inclusive is carefully tabulated so that you can be 
sure of absolutely accurate results. You don't need to know anything 
at all about horoscopes or astrology to cast a long, thorough, accurate, 
and professional horoscope all by yourself. All you need do is follow the 
simple directions carefully, Step by step, and you can't go wrong. Every¬ 
thing is clearly explained, and after you have finished doing the sample 
horoscope given here, you will find your own so easy, so fascinating, 
and so accurate that you will be at it all the time, casting all your 
friends' and acquaintances'. Don't attempt to cast a horoscope until 
you understand how the sample horoscope is done. 

The first thing is to clip from the back of the book one of the Horo- 

_ ■- 

scope Blanks, also cut out one of the wheels printed on the last page- 
Don't do anything with the cardboard wheel at present—just put it 
aside to be used later. The Horoscope Blank is the sheet on which you 
will set up the chart. A reproduction of this Horoscope Blank is shown 
on the opposite page- 

Notice the abbreviations in the box in the upper right-hand corner 
of the Horoscope Blank. These are the abbreviations for the nine heaven¬ 
ly bodies as follows: 


S - Sun 
Mn — Moon 
Mer — Mercury 
Ven —Venus 
Mars — Mars 


Ju — Jupiter 
Sat — Saturn 
Ur —Uranus 
Nep — Neptune 


Now, with this Horoscope Blank in front of you, turn to the TABLE OF 
YEARS in the back of the book. Each page in the section represents a 
year (the year is indicated at the bottom of the second column). Turn 
to the birth date of the person whose horoscope you wish to do and 
note the nine numbers which you find there. We are going to cast the 
horoscope ol" a person whose birth date is May 10, 1908, as an example, 
so be sure to follow step by step everything that we do and apply it 
later to your own birthday. 

On the page for 1908 (Tables) find May in the vertical column and 
run down the column until you come to the date—the 10th. In this 
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space—May 10, 1908—you will find nine numbers in two rows as follows:

Write these numbers exactly as you find them —in the order given and in 
two rows—in the box mentioned above, each number to be directly 
under its corresponding abbreviation. When you have done this the box 
will look like this:

Now you have finished with the tables and have all the data on 
the Horoscope Blank. 

Now look at the circle on the Horoscope Blank. Note that it is 
divided into 36 numbered spaces. The numbers which you have just 
written in the box correspond to these numbered spaces. The number 
5 (under S) tells you to write S in space 5 of the circle. 

17 (under Mn) tells you to write Mn in space 17 of the circle. 

5 (under Mer) tells you to write Mer in space 5 of the circle, 

Note: Don’t worry about having two or more abbreviations in 
one space—go ahead and put them in. 

9 (under Mars) tells you to write Mars in space 9 of the circle. 

Write in the other planets exactly as described, taking care to 
write as small as you can and as lightly as you can, because you may 
want to use the chart again for another casting, and if you write too 
heavily you won’t be able to erase. Your chart will now look like Fig. 1. 

If you care to, you can substitute symbols for the abbreviations. 
The abbreviations have been given because they are simpler. If you 
want to learn these planets by their symbols it will give a more pro¬ 
fessional touch to the horoscope, and at the same time you will get to 
know the astrology signs much better. These symbols are given below:

The horoscope is now set up. All you have to do is read it. 


READING THE HOROSCOPE 

Around the edge of the circle in white letters on a black back¬ 
ground you will find the twelve zodiac names. Find under which name 
the Sun, S, appears. In this case it is TAURUS so write TAURUS in the 
space where it says SUN IN--. 

Now find the Zodiac name that the Moon, Mn, comes under. In 
this case it is VIRGO —so write VIRGO in the space where it says MOON 
IN-. 

Now, in Table I, on the next page, find the number which cor¬ 
responds to S IN TAURUS and Mn IN Virgo. This number is evidently 

18. Write it in the space where it says PARAGRAPH -. This is 

an extremely important paragraph, because it forms the basis of your 
horoscope. We will refer to it later. 

Now let us look at the reading matter in the lower half of the 
Horoscope Blank. Here you will see the Sun, Moon, and seven planets 
in combination with one another. For instance, you will see “Moon in 
the same space with Mercury.” “Moon in the same space with Venus,” etc.

A note on the Basic Paragraphs. 

The second number in the space of your birth date indicates the 
position of the Moon by sign, on the date of your birth* Owing to the 
rapid motion of the Moon, on some days she will be in two signs, passing 
from one to the other during the day* The sign in which the Moon is 
placed on your birth date is the sign in which the Moon was located 
fir the majority of the hours on that date* If your basic paragraph 
reading very patently does not fit you, it is because you were born on 
one of those days when the Moon was changing signs. If this is your

case, you can find the correct reading to apply to you by following the 
rule given in the summary on page XLI. 

Similarly you will see the Sun in the same space with the other 
planets, Mercury in the same space with the other planets, etc. This 
means that if you have (as we have in this particular case) the Sun, or 
the Moon, or any of the planets in the same space with any other 
planet, you merely read the number opposite the particular reading 
which applies. For example: In our case, the Sun (S) is in the same 
space with Mercury (Mer) (space 5). You therefore look for the number 
following “Sun in same space with Mercury” and underline it. It is 
number 166. This is the number of a paragraph in your horoscope. 

You now look around for other “conjunctions” and find that Venus 
(Ven) is in the same space with Neptune (Nep). Referring to Venus 
you read “Venus in same space with Neptune” number 204. Underline 
204 for this is another paragraph in the horoscope. If you had other 
planets in the same space with one another you would continue along 
this line, always getting a paragraph number which should be underlined.* 

Now you are ready for the last part of the horoscope. Take the 
small cardboard wheel which you put aside a little while ago and fasten 
it with a pin point or paper fastener to the center of the circle on the 



*If three planets happened to be in the same space, get all three combinations: for 
example: Venus, Mars, and Mercury in the same space, look under “Venus in same space 
with Mars/' "Venus in same space with Mercury," and “Mars in the same space with 
Mercury.” 
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Note that this small wheel contains four triangles and three squares. 
Point the arrow first to the Moon (in our case the Moon is in space 17, 
so point the arrow to space 17 as shown in Figure 2.), and note where 
the triangles and squares come. You will see triangles opposite Uranus 
[space 29), opposite the Sun and Mercury (space 5), and opposite Venus 
and Neptune (space 11). This will give quite a number of "aspects" or 
readings, as you can readily see. Since these are all triangles, you now 
refer to the section "Moon A " and look at the numbers next to Sun, 
Mercury, Venus, Uranus, and Neptune. This gives paragraph numbers 
246, 152, 153, 158, and 157. These paragraphs should be underlined be¬ 
cause they are all paragraphs in the horoscope. 

Note that none of the squares appeared opposite any of the planets, 
so ignore them. 

Now turn the wheel, placing the arrow to the Sun, and see where 
the triangles and squares come. 

Here we have a triangle on Uranus, a triangle on the Moon, a 
triangle on Venus and Neptune, and a square on Jupiter. Referring now 
to the "Sun A" section we see Uranus, paragraph 176, Neptune, para¬ 
graph 177, and Venus, paragraph 248. These paragraphs, of course, 
should be underlined. We also have Sun D Jupiter, which gives para¬ 
graph 179 in the "Sun CD” section. You don't need to look up the Sun 
A Moon, since it is the same as Moon A Sun. Now turn the wheel 
and put the pointer to Mercury (which happens to be in the same space 
as the Sun) and proceed in the same way, and you will see triangles on 
Uranus, the Moon, Venus, and Neptune. Look up these paragraphs under 
the Mercury heading (Mercury A Uranus, etc.) and underline the para¬ 
graphs. Now put the pointer to Venus (space 11) and we see squares 
on Saturn and Uranus (spaces 2 and 29) and triangles on the Moon, 
the Sun, and Mercury. Look up these paragraph numbers under Venus 
as you did previously under the other planets. Continue this process 
through the seven planets, setting the pointer on Mars, Jupiter, Saturn, 
and Uranus, in turn noticing where the triangles and squares fall and 
underlining the numbers. 

You now have quite a few underlined paragraphs. All you need do 
is look these paragraphs up by number in this book and read what it 
says. The result will be a true, accurate, and thorough horoscope, some¬ 
times as much as twelve pages. 

If you have followed the foregoing explanation carefully, step by 
step, you now understand everything that there is to it and can pro¬ 
ceed immediately with your own horoscope. 
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SUMMARY 

1. Tear a Horoscope Blank from the back of the book. 

2. Look up your birth date in the correct table and write the numbers 
you find in the exact order that you find them, under the correspond¬ 
ing abbreviations in the box provided on the Horoscope Blank. 

3- Write each abbreviation in its corresponding numbered space on the 
circle on the Horoscope Blank. 

4. Note the Zodiac names in which the Sun and Moon appear. Look 
these up in Table I and record this with the paragraph number in 
the space provided on the Horoscope Blank. 

5. Note what planets appear in the same space with one another or the 
Sun or Moon and refer to the bottom of the sheet for the correct 
paragraph number and underline for future reference. 

6. Place the wheel (cut from last printed page in the back of the book) on 
the chart, pointing the arrow to the space where the Moon appears. 
Note where the triangles and squares come and look them up at the 
bottomofthe sheet under "Moon A this" and "Moon • that." Under¬ 
line these paragraph numbers for future reference. 

7. Place the arrow at the Sun and note where the triangles and squares 
appear, proceeding as before. 

8. Continue this through the seven planets, placing the arrow to each 
planet in turn and noting where the triangles and squares appear. 
Always refer to the bottom of the sheet for the correct paragraph 
numbers. 

9. Collect all these paragraph numbers and look them up in the book— 
reading the basic number (the paragraph number on the Horoscope 
Blank) first, then the numbers with the asterisk, and lastly the under¬ 
lined numbers. 

Rule. 

1. If you were born early in the day , read the basic paragraph preceding 
the one you obtained from table of Solar-Lunar polarity. 

2. If you were born late in the day , read the basic paragraph following 
the one you found in the Solar-Lunar table. 

3. // you do not know the hour of your birth, and the basic paragraph 
does not fit you, it is probable that the Moon had moved on another 
sign, or was not yet advanced to that sign, at the hour of your birth. 
In that case, you will find that either the paragraph following or the 
one preceding will fit your case. 

VERY IMPORTANT Regardless of the above consideration, do not 
move the Moon in your horoscope from the place it is given on your 
birth date; the aspects there indicated are yours and must not be 
tampered with'

WHATEVER ANYONE ELSE can say about you, it will never be that you 
don’t know your own mind. In fact, it’s far more likely that they will say 
you know your own mind too well and are too ready to express what¬ 
ever comes into it; for independence is the outstanding trait of your 
nature—independence in both intellectual and material matters. You are 
an individualist, first, last, and always; you believe in Yourself, and in 
your own ability to overcome the forces of heaven and earth, man and 
God, in order to arrive at that goal of personal ambition which is so 
clearly defined in your mind as to be already an actuality. You are likely 
to be somewhat intolerant of divergent opinions on the part of others. 
Not only are you intolerant of them, but you may just plain not under¬ 
stand them, for Understanding is not your strong point. The troubles of 
other people are not especially interesting to you, although by a para¬ 
doxical twist you frequently expect other people to listen to your troubles, 
at some considerable length. Not because you want or need or expect 
or would be likely to use advice, but just because you are so absorbed 
by your own problems that you expect everyone else to be willing and 
even anxious to listen to them. You express readily and forcefully and 
with considerable dramatic effect. All in all, you are a rather impressive 
person and more likely than not to go places and do things with that 
excellent quick intelligence and that absorption in ^our own life, your 
own problems, and your own ambitions. Even if you haven’t had a col¬ 
lege education—and you are so energetic and ambitious that it's likely 
you would leave formal schooling behind, out of sheer impatience—your 
mind is always active: reading, talking, discussing. You are not a student 
in the profound sense of the word, but you get things readily and will 
keep on getting them as long as you live. There's nothing the matter 
with your head—nor with your heart either, as far as that goes. But 
despite an affectionate nature which craves understanding, you are not 
likely to get it until you have learned to be more interested in other 
people. You have to overcome a tendency to appear hard-boiled through 
being too matter of fact. You see the intellectual and sensible solution 
to personal problems so readily thal you don't quite get the emotional 
turmoil of less intellectual people who feel more and analyze less. Try to 
see things from the other fellow's viewpoint. Learn to temper your inde¬ 
pendence with cooperation and tact and with consideration for the wishes 
and feelings of others, and there is nothing you cannot do. 

This is one of the best combinations of Sun and Moon and leads far 
upward, once you have mastered the more self-ceniered leanings of your 
nature and learned to objectify.

With 149 or 170, danger that knowledge of worth will never 
find expression; a sort of relaxed-tense condition, in which you know 
you're good but don’t seem to be able to do anything about it. With

either. You know your own mind and let others know it. Trouble through 
being too outspoken and too quick to take action. With 148, material 
well-being; also 146. With both 148 and 149, nothing stops you; power 
and position are secure.

(You belong to the positive or executive group) 


THIS IS one of the talkiest positions in the entire Zodiac. You have to 
learn to keep things to yourself at least until you've made up your own 
mind, which you don't find easy to do. Concentration is not your strong 
point, and you seem to feel that by sitting down and talking about it 
everything will be made manifest and clear and your course of action 
laid out for you. This somehow fails to work. Your best way to success 
is to learn, and practice, the art of secrecy; go off in a corner with your 
problems, and fight them out with yourself before you take the world 
and his wife into your confidence. And speaking of the world and his 
wife, you are extremely fond of the details of their lives and like to talk 
them over with all and sundry. You have a keen sense of news values— 
which may not be so pleasant to those of your friends who want to keep 
certain matters in the dark.

{You belong to the positive or executive group) 


WELL, THERE'S no doubt about it—you are sensitive—extremely sensi¬ 
tive, and extremely capable. You have a good deal of pride in your own 
ability, a sort of determination to live up to the best that is in you in a 
personal and artistic way. This is one of the positions that makes for 
both artists and executives, students and doers at the same time, for 
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your intellectual powers are strong and are bolstered up still further by 
an intuitive understanding of both people and things. You know how to 
catch the imagination of your audience, however broad or narrow it may 
be, without giving up any least iota of your own individualism, which 
is peculiarly precious to you. You have a keen social sense and a sense 
of the dramatic, which makes you lively company—when you're in the 
mood.

ROMANCE and adventuresomeness combine to make your life interesting. 
You have a keen sense of both of these, and a certain loyalty and fixity 
of devotion and purpose that make you a good friend, a good sweetheart, 
and a good business man—despite the fact that you want your own way 
and pretty generally manage to get it. You love not only individuals 
but people as a whole, and people, feeling this, flock around you and fill 
your life with the pleasant contacts of friendship. This intense social 
sense and social magnetism may in extreme cases (for example, with 147, 
171, 200 or 210) make for a Great Lover sort of person — a Don Juan, or 
whatever the female of that is—and in any case the love element plays 
an important part in your life.

This is furthermore a fine executive position, and you are able to man¬ 
age affairs, both your own and those of others, to excellent advantage.

YOU HAVE A FINE critical and analytical mind, scientific in its bent 
rather than creative or executive, but capable through the exercise of 
mental powers of rising to great heights which may give you the ap¬ 
pearance of executive power and authority. Your best road to success, 
however, is along lines where studious application to details, scientific 
analysis, and a respect for the known and knowable facts will reap their 
reward. A lawyer, a doctor, a judge, a scientist—or a business man de¬ 
pending on his own powers of analysis to create his business and success 
—these are the fields in which you can hope to excel. But underlying all 
must be a strong intellectual training — formal schooling if possible, and 
if this is not possible, continued study on your own, which because of 
your deep-seated curiosity will be congenial to you.

THIS IS a curiously difficult position, presenting a problem between the 
emotional and mental natures. You are ambitious, eager to get ahead and 
anxious to please people, with a sort of personality that seems to reach 
out to others as if you are in need of support and guidance and affection 
from someone or from many people. Despite a nature which in many 
ways is highly individualized, you are strangely dependent on others— 
can be thrown off your balance by lack of sympathy, or by coldness, or 
hardness, or lack of consideration in those around you. This is odd of 
you because you are perfectly capable of ignoring the feelings, opinions, 
and wishes of others when you get a set idea in your head. You go ahead

(You belong to the positive or executive group) 

INDEPENDENCE of thought, action, and speech—that’s you! You believe 
in the truth with an almost pious devotion—not so much the technical 
truth of scientific investigation as the fundamental truths of large doc¬ 
trines, philosophies, abstractions. You are more a speculator than a 
seeker—details irk you. You look for truth along larger lines. This is 
likely to lead into the errors of inspirationalism, and unless you temper 
these grandiose mental tendencies with the scientific method, you’re likely 
to lapse into obscure generalities, large phrases insufficiently defined.

(You belong to the positive or executive group) 

YOU HAVE that inner drive of ambition that makes almost inevitably 
for success. You’re a hard person to get the better of, for you know 
your own mind and have definite ideas of where you’re going and how 
you’re going to get there; and you let nothing stand in your way. No 
matter how sweet and gracious you may be—and there's every chance 
that you are, at least when you want to be—there’s a hard underlying 
foundation of rock in your nature that does not get shaken and does 
not yield to blandishment. You’re an excellent business person, an execu¬ 
tive capable of ruling men, and if other things concur (such as 163, or 
180, or 147 or 168) you may find yourself at the top of the heap—or 
rather not find yourself there so much as force yourself there. You seem 
to know the laws of the conservation of energy and to be able to take 
all the pep, energy, enthusiasm, and magnetism of your makeup and put 
it into constructive action through the power of a rigidly controlled per¬ 
sonality.

If with 160, emotional conflict, probably 
stemming from the relationship with the mother, makes psychological 
difficulty — you are touchy about your popularity, and your contacts 
with people suffer thereby.

THIS IS a good aspect for sound common sense, strengthening the sanity 
of the mind and giving you the power to absorb knowledge readily and 
quickly. You are inquisitive, eager, intelligent, an apt student, and a good 
conversationalist, witty and apt in expression, logical and reasonable. 
You have some adaptability for business, especially salesmanship. You 
can succeed in one of the "vocal" occupations, such as speaking or radio 
announcing. You have manual aptitude and can do things with your 
hands, although you’d rather use your mind. Through cleverness you can 
generally succeed in life without too much hard work for you’re a good 
talker and can sell yourself as well as your product, which eases the 
road for you.

MOON TRINE VENUS 

You ARE gracious and no doubt easy to look at. If you are a woman 
you are probably a social leader; if a man, a favorite with the social 
leaders. You probably were born to a good social status— or if not, you 
are a lucky child who rises far above your original social level. It is one 
of the positions for material luck and always keeps you from the worst 
degrees of want. You can make a little go a long way if you have to, 
but if you don't have to, your patrician taste can prove expensive in 
matters of dress, house furnishings, and personal adornments. You 
wouldn't live in a shabby place, and even when times are hard, would 
have a home of grace, charm, and (somehow) of luxury. It is one of the 
indexes of a happy marriage, and even if other indications are unfavor¬ 
able, this will in some degree give happiness in the married state. In a 
male horoscope, gives a beautiful and talented wife; in a female horo¬ 
scope, gives these qualities to the native herself.

YOU HAVE a vigorous mind—sharp, quick, satiric—and a clipped manner 
of speech. You have an aggressive spirit which may or may not be 
manifest in your actions, but which causes your plans to soar and your 
ideas to expand. You have good control over your passions, which are 
strong; and use your anger to good purpose. You are a dangerous enemy 
because your fires are leashed and directed to go to the mark. With 184, 
a very brilliant mind; with 195, equally brilliant, but not so well organized, 
and pretty cutting in your speech. In a man's horoscope this gives an 
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aggressive wife, possibly a shrew, who none the less is good for him, 
stimulating him to action at the same time that she makes him mad.

MOON TRINE JUPITER 

YOU ARE idealistic, humanitarian, and expansive in your outlook, ani¬ 
mated by genuine charity, and probably in a position to make it practical. 
You are cheerful, optimistic, good-humored, and tactful. Courtesy is 
innate in you—one of nature's gentlefolk. You have excellent family 
connections especially on your mother's side, and probably some financial 
help from them in gifts or legacies. Necessity has never taught you to 
be careful of money, which you more or less take for granted. If put 
to it, your earning powers are good, for friends put you in the way of 
earning. Character is your strong point: you have a keen sense of right 
and wrong. Your ideas run along conventional lines; you belong to the 
conservative, right-wing, pillar-of-society group, believing in noblesse 
oblige rather than in socialism. You are devotional and probably religious 
in an orthodox sense, but the pillar of your religion is the god in you— 
that is, character—rather than metaphysics and dogma.

IN CONVENTIONAUTY, sobriety, character, this is very similar to the 
trine of the Moon to Jupiter (above) except that it does not give you 
the humanitarian and charitable qualities of that expansive and good- 
natured planet. You incline to be serious, sober, a trifle proud and 
reserved, and maybe a little forbidding. Life is real and life is earnest 
to you, and you take yourself rather seriously. You inherit your mental 
traits directly from your mother, resembling her and her side of the 
family in your internal make-up if not in your appearance. Duty is 
important to you; you will never shirk a job and are capable of consider¬ 
able self-sacrifice if you think your duty requires it. You are able to 
achieve this without self-pity, taking certain obligations for granted as 
your lot in life and approaching them with sobriety and philosophy. 
Concentrative powers are not strongly marked, and you have some 
tendency merely to accept what comes in the way of duty, without going 
out and creating opportunities for yourself. You lack aggression and that 
internal tension that pushes men and women to the heights. Relaxation 
and contentment are your two worst enemies, for although they keep 
you from the blows of the world and allow you to maintain inner poise 
and calm, they also keep you from getting too far ahead.

THERE ARE dash and vitality here, preceding from an alert, quick mind, 
eager for knowledge, absorptive, and magnetic. You are able to see all 
sides of any question, from the other fellow's viewpoint as well as from 
your own; this makes you tolerant and intelligent, a good listener, a fair 
opponent in a detached intellectual encounter. You are capable of a good 
deal of mental objectivity; large ideas appeal to you, and you can think 
abstractly.

CHARM AND GRACE of manner and speech mark you—a certain fluency 
to your movements and manner of expression attract attention. You are 
rather a striking personality, in a quiet and unassuming way. You have 
a keen sense of other people's feelings and wishes. You put two and 
two together instinctively and thus are able to draw conclusions that 
are lost on less intuitive souls. Beauty in all forms has a strange effect 
upon you, and conversely discord, strife, and loud noises throw you off.

THIS ASFECT doesn't make you very sociable and is likely to impair 
popularity by making you scornful of the things that have to be done 
to achieve it.

You have to learn to go out of your 
way more for people. The truth of the matter is that you are sensitive, 
have a sort of inferiority complex about your popularity, and dread the 
idea of pushing yourself forward, with the result that periodically, through 
sheer discouragement, you push yourself in the wrong way and at the 
wrong time. Look around you at the people who are well liked and try 
to take a leaf from their book. If with 200, 204, 210 or 214, very much 
impressed by sex matters, which are dangerous and need controlling. If 
with 202 or 212, much sorrow through social and romantic matters. This 
is a difficult aspect for material matters, for you spend money foolishly, 
and have to cultivate good business sense. You are a real spendthrift 
at heart; getting rid of money amounts to a genius with you. You are 
emotionally temperamental and can weep buckets when you are hurt, or 
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when you realize you've hurt someone else; for you are gentle, and 
wouldn't wilfully hurt anyone. But for all that, you do.

YOU STARTED OUT in life like a house afire—alt energy and intelligence 
and even brilliance, for this is the aspect of the child who is thought to 
be a genius in his early and formative years. Your mind was quick, apt, 
facile, expressive, and able to absorb and give back knowledge readily, so 
that you were the delight of your parents and teachers, giving promise 
of great achievement in later life. In many ways you were extraordinarily 
precocious throughout youth; and at any time in life you possess an 
exceptional mentality and great possibilities. Your mind is analytic and 
scientific rather than artistic and creative; and although the creative 
urge is powerful, the creative force is not usually present with this con¬ 
figuration. Anything that requires knowledge, factual application, tech¬ 
nical ease, or critical insight, is your forte, and in these fields you can 
go far. As a scientist, mathematician, critic, or technician, your mind is

MOON SQUARE SATURN 

This IS PERHAPS the most powerful single aspect you can have in a 
horoscope. It gives both ambition and the ability to concentrate on it. 
You are serious-minded, at times changing to moody, depressed, and 
dejected; but as you grow older an early tendency to fall into the 
doldrums gradually disappears as your mind becomes organized into a 
smooth-running unit driving always toward a well-defined goal. Whatever 
your physical energy may or may not be, your mental and psychic 
energy is high and well directed. You do not waste yourself in profitless 
ventures or very much in nerves, anger, or displays of temperament; 
these belonged to your early years, and you learned as you grew older 
the futility and waste which such displays involve. Your greatest asset 
is your ability to learn by experience, for though you have made many, 
and probably great, mistakes, your self-knowledge is your salvation. At 
the bottom of the pit of depression or despair or error, you are able to 
look yourself squarely in the face and start building your way back to 
where you want to be. You have an inner drive and a sense of your own 
worth amounting almost to a neurosis, which you are able to express 
on the constructive side. Psychologically this marks you as somehow 
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extraordinarily influenced by one or both parents. Thus, in whatever 
field you choose to operate—business, the professions, or the arts—you 
have the jump on competitors who are not assisted by the mental energy 
and the psychological drive of this aspect.

What has happened goes deeply into your conscious¬ 
ness; and your fund of experience, falling under the scrutiny of an 
analytical mentality, contributes to that knowledge of the world, of 
people, and of yourself which becomes the cornerstone of your success. 
If your horoscope has a negative (non-executive) combination of the 
Sun and Moon and shows none of the other major aspects (marked*), 
then this aspect may lead merely to depression of spirits, dejection, and 
a sense of frustration. But the power of it is so great that with any 
encouragement from any other aspect, it will produce success along some 
line or other. Its genius varies according to other indications as follows: 

If with 169, 174, 179 or 192, business; 168 or 173, military, govern¬ 
ment, political; 180, business or government; 215, financial (if also with 
218, highly creative); 183, 189 or 188, creative, dramatic, poetic. 

If with 148, 155, 185 or 186, legal, judicial; 184 or 186, scientific, 
analytic; 187, creative-critical; scientific or artistic; versatile. 

This is a more powerful position in a male than in a female horo¬ 
scope, though in either case its significance is marked. The psychological 
bias is toward the mother and thus operates more constructively in men 
than in women. In men this aspect tends to some unhappiness in marriage, 
less the fault of the wife {who usually proves an admirable balance 
wheel) than of the psychological complexity of the man. Maturity brings 
more happiness, as this aspect steadies down. In women, in addition to 
producing the admirable mental qualities indicated, it may also tend 
to poor health, self-pity, and, in extreme cases hypochondria.

MOON SQUARE URANUS 

YOU HAVE had a high temper in your day, and if you've controlled it 
the credit goes to your good sense. You are rebellious, headstrong, abrupt 
in speech, quick on the draw—a sort of hair-trigger personality, full 
of fire and dash that need the control of a vigorous intellect. With 163 
or 180, self-knowledge and self-discipline enable you to get yourself in 
hand after first youth is past; but with 149 and 165, a sort of perpetual 
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confusion hangs over you, and you have a hard time getting the straight 
of your own nature. This is one of the marks of the advanced thinker, 
the Bohemian who is a law unto himself and must make a conscious 
effort to get in line with society.

You are sensitive ol'the feelings of others, and once your high-spirited- 
ness is reined you are the most sympathetic and understanding of friends.

MOON SQUARE NEPTUNE 

THIS IMPAIRS the creative gifts, and your manner of thought and ex¬ 
pression, intruding an unrealistic note into your notions and confusing 
practical issue with hazy and misty generalizations. In business, thought, 
romance, you have to keep your feet on the ground, for you love the 
clouds. You are capable of daydreaming by the hour and of concocting 
brave plans that would be marvelous — if you or anyone else could make 
them happen. This adds a sort of naive charm to your nature. You can 
believe in fairies, Santa Claus and ghosts, just as others can believe in 
Herbert Hoover, and your perpetual love for the mystic will intrigue 
those who love the innocent, the childish, the unspoiled. But all this 
doesn’t help you much in the world of affairs, and an impractical approach 
to many things will stand in the way of your progress until such a time as 
you get your feet on the ground and hitch your wagon to a fence post.

SUN CONJUNCTION' MERCURY 

YOU HAVE a sound mentality. Along whatever lines you work you are 
fundamentally sane. Even with such erratic aspects as 161, 178, 181, 182, 
224, 217, 225, 236, 240 or 244, which make for nervousness, you have a 
hitching post of normalcy in this stable conjunction. Men and women 
with this aspect have an assurance against serious or permanent mental 
difficulties which will carry them through a whole lot of stress and bring 
them out the right side. 

You have fixed opinions though unless in Taurus, Leo, Scorpio, you 
are not stubborn. In these signs stubbornness is marked, and you are a 
tough customer to make change your mind once you have it made up. 

In the same space with. 
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In Gemini, Sagittarius, Virgo, you may appear wavering and flexible, 
but under this surface agreement, you are as likely as not to keep your 
own private theories very close to your heart.

Women 
under this aspect frequently trip to the altar with the boss or his son. 
In a man's horoscope you are a favorite with women, lucky in love and 
in other things too; loyal, devoted, and ardent, the prototype of the 
Great Lover. Idealism lends a curious glamour to your appearance, for 
you are easy to look at, and your idealism sticks out all over you, throw¬ 
ing a kind of magnetic aura around you. It's sex appeal but also some¬ 
thing more idealistic than that—the appeal of a Janet Gaynor rather 
than of a Mae West. You love nice things and have an exquisite, as well 
as a lavish, taste. In both emotional and material matters this is a highly 
intensifying influence and will heighten and tend to improve any other 
paragraphs referring either to the Sun or to Venus.

SUN CONJUNCTION' MARS 

LITTLE BOYS and girls with this aspect are generally known as "fresh 
kids" and more likely than not they never get over it. You are marked 
by a certain audacity— you speak out your mind at the drop of a hat— 
and not very tactfully either. You don't know the meaning of the word 
fear, either in a physical or a mental sense. You will attack a roaring 
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lion bare-handed, or endeavor to debate a legal point with a Supreme 
Court justice—all with the same aggressive assurance in your own ability. 
This is admirable, but it isn't always good sense. You come in for a 
good many trimmings both verbal and otherwise, through an unwise 
selection of opponents, and throughout life you have to be careful of 
trying to push over stone walls with your head.

The same idealism is manifest, 
and also the same leaning of the arts, either on the creative or the 
appreciative side. Read 183. The combinations which give artistic gifts 
with this aspect (189) are as follows: 163, 180, 188, 204, 146, 215, 218, 
168, 178 or 181; and possibly 172. If also with 178, 179, 180 or 181.

MERCURY TRINE MARS 

YOU HAVE a facile quick mind, capable of grasping scientific facts and 
interested in them. But there’s a good deal of a tendency to wasting 
your mental energies through lack of purpose, direction, and concentrative 
faculties. If other things show concentration, then this adds to the facility; 
if not, you'll have to fight against a tendency to skim the surface. If 
with 215 or 218 and 192, this shows facility at sculpture or one of the 
manual arts or sciences (surgery, etc.), for your fingers and hands are 
strong and capable, and if trained and guided by a strong purpose, become 
directly responsible for your success.

Even if you 
were born into a family of wealth, it is likely to disappear before it 
gets to you or to be less than you had thought it would be. You receive 
little help from your parents and should not live around them any longer 
than you can help.

With 233. low order of ambition keeps dream 
from being realized—material humility accompanies spiritual exaltation.

SATURN TRINE URANUS 

YOU ARE supported by apparently inexplicable forces, able to put across 
plans that others fail in, and if there are conjunctions to either Saturn 
or Uranus in your horoscope, you will build your plans swiftly. With 
163 or 180 your faculties of concentration and purposefulness meet with 
almost magical success. If you are an artist, engineer, architect, railroad 
man, military or naval leader, or politician, there is a touch of the unusual 
about you or your work. If with conjunctions or oppositions to either 
planet, or if with 156 or 175, you are a striking personality, able to "get 
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away with" very odd ideas which unaccountably work out. There’s a 
touch of inspirationalism about you, a quick constructive perceptivity, 
that wins supporters and seems magnetically to attract success.

SATURN TRINE NEPTUNE 

THE EFFECT of this is very similar to that of 238 in that it bolsters and 
supports powerfully whatever other tendencies are shown in the horo¬ 
scope. This aspect is more helpful on the purely creative and artistic 
side, and if you are engaged in such work your practical idealism shows 
forth in it to give worldly significance to a touch of other-worldliness. 
The concrete yet fantastic art of Arthur Rackham is symbolic of the 
sort of expression that this aspect makes possible—earth magic, which, 
whether you are an artist or not, lends an elusive but perpetual support 
to all your material activities.

SATURN SQUARE URANUS 

YOU ARE a pioneer and in some way an eccentric, independent in thought 
and action. Your independence doesn't work very strongly for your 
success, and you have to learn cooperation, tact, and diplomacy. In a 
horoscope that shows inventiveness, originality, and executive force, this 
increases those traits adding a note of quarrelsomeness, but none the 
less making you a strong and influential character. You are forceful in 
an electric sort of way and impress people even when they don’t like 
your manner or your methods. In a non-executive horoscope the benefits 
of this position will not be felt.

URANUS TRINE NEPTUNE W A V 

THIS ASPECT occurred from September, 1878, to October, 1884, in the 
earth signs Virgo and Taurus and has not been repeated since.* Everyone 
born in those years has some of the force of this aspect, which amounted 
to a world condition and required rather special factors in the individ¬ 
ual horoscopes to make it show forth. In general, it is a supporting 
aspect of material benefit, helping to improve a good horoscope and 
lending some support even to a bad one. It inclines to a practical interest 
in the occult. It sharpens the perceptions and with 187 or 188, gives an 
extraordinarily broad and capable mind. With 164 , 165, 181 or 182, 
danger of mental confusion through occult studies; with 164 or 191, 
inventive and unconventional nature; with 165 or 182, dreamy, mystic, 
sensational. With 203 or 204, magnetic and charming to an extraor¬ 
dinary degree, danger of difficulty through the people you attract. If 
with 217, inventive genius; with 218, wealth. With 237 or 229, and 180 
or 147, extraordinary power and charm. President Roosevelt is significant 
of the race of giants which this aspect is capable of producing.

URANUS SQUARE NEPTUNE 

THIS POSITION, because of the slow motion of the two planets involved, lasts 
for many years at a time and consequently influences many people. It is the 
aspect of the so-called "Younger Generation" that ran rampant right after the 
World War overturning law, order, and especially personal morality, and 
creating a new social order on the ashes of an old one. It is the aspect of 
Rebellion,and its relationship to your planets has beendealt with in the "with" 
passages of your horoscope. It makes pioneers in thought and action, in¬ 
dividualists who think things through for themselves with a peculiarly 
ritualistic sense of their own special importance in the scheme of things and a 
broad social outlook at the same time. It is an aspect of idealism which has a 
strong touch of earth in it and a practical note underlies even your most 
visionary opinion. In itself, unless activated by other aspects, this will not be 
felt in your life but in an executive and aggressive horoscope this lends flavor 
to the personality, courage and independence, and warns you against the 
faults of these virtues, which are rashness, indiscretion, and tactlessness.

MOON CONJUNCTION SUN 


THIS LENDS concentrative force to the nature. In a woman's horoscope 
this is a bad position for health, and indeed in any horoscope the health 
needs watching. The vitality is not of the best except in Taurus, Leo, 
and Scorpio. Even here, though vitality is all right, organic difficulties 
are likely to crop up. This position warns you against pushing your 
mental energies past the limits of your physical capacity.

MOON TRINE SUN 

THIS ADDS an element of luck to the life and will tend to strengthen 
any good, or minimize any evil, that may be indicated by the rest of the 
chart. It inclines to a strong, sound body and an ability to take the ups 
and downs of the world in your stride. While it will not negate in any 
large degree the difficulties of the powerful (*) aspects, it will cushion the 
blow, give you internal resilience and external poise, as well as an elastic 
power to bounce back to normal from any personal or economic difficulty.

MOON SQUARE SUN 

THE SQUARE aspect between the Sun and Moon energizes the mentality 
giving drive, force, and quickness to the mind, and tends to objectify 
the desires (unless Sun is in Aries and Moon in Libra, Sun in Pisces and 
Moon in Virgo). It adds quickness and perceptive power to whatever other 
intellectual gifts are indicated, and warns of letting the mind run ahead of 
the body and exhaust it. Frequently this indicates some difficulty between 
the parents around the time of your birth — personal or financial tension 
in the family or in the family environment. An environmental or hered¬ 
itary bias is set up giving one of those psychological quirks which makes 
for success. Rapid mental development follows, and success through 
ability to objectify and depersonalize your life by mental processes.

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GENERAL CONSIDERATION OF SORT OF 

ASPECTS TO THE SUN 

IF THERE ARE only triangles to the Sun in your horoscope, then, though 
your luck and energy may be good, you need to work up drive, direction, 
and purpose. If there are triangles and conjunctions and no squares, 
energy, luck, and direction work well together, and accomplishment is 
easy and fluent. If the only conjunction is to Mercury, it is almost as if 
there were no conjunction at all, but with Jupiter, Venus, or Mars, 
progress is rapid and satisfying. If to the Moon only, good concentrative 
facilities periodically burst forth with long-lasting results. If there are 
squares only, great energy, persistence, and overcoming of obstacles, but 
little luck. If both squares and conjunctions, the top! 

In a general way, trines make ease, contentment, happiness, luck; 
while squares give energy, drive, success, ambition. Conjunctions bring both 
energy and luck, and are translatable in terms of whether the Sun receives 
squares or trines, along with the conjunction. Similarly, squares and trines 
to the Sun together bring success through work and perseverance, and 
luck develops in proportion to the work done and the effort expended.

GENERAL CONSIDERATIONS OF THE KIND OF 

ASPECTS TO THE MOON 

IF THERE ARE only triangles to the Moon, then your personality is 
charming, magnetic; you are clear-thinking, but you lack inner concen¬ 
tration drive and force. If there are triangles and conjunctions, then you 
have fine concentrative force, plus good expressive qualities—this condi¬ 
tion is one of the symptoms of success. If the conjunction is with Saturn, 
introversion likely, but otherwise, excellent powers of reason, creation, 
and expression are exhibited when the Moon has both conjunctions and 
trines. If there are squares only, temperament in youth gives way to 
concentrative force later, especially if paragraph 163 is circled. Ambition 
forces you to work and you learn to integrate your internal forces 
successfully. If conjunctions (except to Mercury and Neptune) are ac¬ 
companied by squares (except to Mercury, Neptune, or Venus) you 
overcome psychological handicaps for an intellectual triumph over your¬ 
self; this gives the mind-that-found-itself-type of person, though not 
necessarily in extreme form. 

No aspects to the Moon gives deficiency of purpose and internal 
stamina, just as no aspects to the Sun gives lack of direction and 
ambition in the material world. 


HOW TO CAST YOUR OWN HOROSCOPE 


1. Tear a Horoscope Blank from the back of the book. 

2. Look up your birth date in the correct table and write the numbers 
you find in the exact order that you find them, under the correspond¬ 
ing abbreviations in the box provided on the Horoscope Blank. 

3. Write each abbreviation in its corresponding numbered space on the 
circle on the Horoscope Blank. 

4. Note the Zodiac names in which the Sun and Moon appear. Look 
these up in Table I and record this with the paragraph number in 
the space provided on the Horoscope Blank. 

5. Note what planets appear in the same space with one another or the 
Sun or Moon and refer to the bottom of the sheet for the correct 
paragraph number and underline for future reference. 

6. Place the wheel (cut from last printed page in the back of the book) on 
the chart, pointing the arrow to the space where the Moon appears. 
Note where the triangles and squares come and look them up at the 
bottom of the sheet under "Moon A this" and "Moon Dthat." Under¬ 
line these paragraph numbers for future reference. 

7. Place the arrow at the Sun and note where the triangles and squares 
appear, proceeding as before. 

8. Continue this through the seven planets, placing the arrow to each 
planet in turn and noting where the triangles and squares appear. 
Always refer to the bottom of the sheet for the correct paragraph 
numbers. 

9. Collect all these paragraph numbers and look them up in the book— 
reading the basic number (the paragraph number on the Horoscope 
Blank) first, then the numbers with the asterisk, and lastly the under¬ 
lined numbers. 

Rule. 

1. If you were born early in the day , read the basic paragraph preceding 
the one you obtained from table of Solar-Lunar polarity. 

2. If you were born late in the day , read the basic paragraph following 
the one you found in the Solar-Lunar table. 

3. If you do not know the hour of your birth, and the basic paragraph 
does not fit you, it is probable that the Moon had moved on another 
sign, or was not yet advanced to that sign, at the hour of your birth. 
In that case, you will find that either the paragraph following or the 
one preceding will fit your case. 

VERY 1M PORTA NTReg ardless of the above consideration, do not 
move the Moon in your horoscope from the place it is given on your 
birth date; the aspects there indicated are yours and must not be 
tampered with! 
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
